Detailed Office Action 

Status of the Claims 

Acknowledgement is hereby made of receipt and entry of the 
amendment filed 11 February, 2008, wherein claims 1-40 were 
cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer and new claims 41-53 
submitted. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I is 
acknowledged. The traversal is based upon the premise that all 
of the groups are related and there would not be a serious 
burden on the examiner if they were all examined concomitantly. 
This is not found persuasive for the reasons of record clearly 
set forth in the last office action. Each of the aforementioned 
compounds has a different structure and target of action and 
fails to display any special technical feature. Moreover, each 
combination of attachment inhibitor, fusion inhibitor, and/or 
other viral inhibitors will require separate searches. 
Therefore, the requirement is still deemed to be proper and is 
therefore made FINAL. 

35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between 
the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would 
have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 41-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Johnson et al. (2002) and Hanna et al. (2000). 
Johnson and colleagues provide combination therapies employing 
HIV-1 fusion inhibitors (e.g., T20), as well as, other antiviral 
agents. Hanna and associates disclose the preparation of anti- 
CD4 antibodies that are useful therapeutic agents. Therefore, 
it would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the invention to employ both fusion 
inhibitors, as taught by Johnson et al . (2002), and anti-CD4 
antibodies as disclosed by Hanna et al . (2000), in a single 
therapeutic regimen. Both a reasonable expectation of success 
and sufficient motivation were present in the prior art.
